At St. Charles, the Missouri 
river already was more than 
five feet over the flood stage of 
25 feet and it was expected the 
rise would pass the danger point 
of 32 feet by Friday. Many fam- 
ilies have been evacuated from 
low sections of St. Charles coun- 
ty. : 

St. Charles Crest. 

The expected crest at St. 
Charles indicates that more than 
10,000 acres of levee farm land 
and U.S. Highway 40 Bypass, 
east of St. Charles will be 
flooded. 

At Hermann the river meas- 
ured 27 feet, six feet above flood 
stage today. A crest of 29 feet is 
expected late Thursday, with 
about 30,000 acres of levee land 
under water. 

More than 2000 Missouri and 
Illinois residents were evacuated 
from their homes in the area 
of the Meyer levee break. The 
communities of Meyer and War- 
saw, Ill., and Canton and Alex- 
andria, Mo. were threateened by 
the flood. 

Two Quincy National Guard 
units, the 126th and 128th Ord- 
nance Battalions, aided college 
students and other volunteers in 
the unsuccessful fight to hold 
the levee. The volunteers then 
regrouped and joined others bat- 
tling the river at levees im- 
mediately to the south.

U.S. Tiros Satellite Photographs 
Weather Over Russia, Red China 


Scientists Encouraged by Performance 
and Hope Findings May Result in 
Saving Lives in Hurricanes. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (UPI) 
—America’s Tiros satellite, circl- 
ing the earth every 99 minutes 
with its two television cameras, 
has photographed weather con- 
ditions over Russia and Com- 
munist China. 

A spokesman for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admini- 
stration disclosed last night that 
the photographs covered Red 
China and the southern part of 
the Soviet Union. 

The spokesman did not say 
when the photographs were tak- 
en. The satellite, launched from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., Friday, 
made its first pass over the two 
Communist natidns about 12 
hours later, 

Scientists in charge of the 
Tiros project reported that they 
were very encouraged by the 


performance of the 270-pound 
drum--shaped meteorological 
satellite in its orbit about 440 
_miles above the earth. 

Dr. Abe Silverstein, NASA’s 
director of space flights, told a

Nyanga was one of the chief 
targets. 

“Police and army people seem 
to be beating up everybody,” a 
Negro nurse in the township re- 
ported by telephone. “We are 
doing our best to help the in- 
jured, but we have run out of 
bandages.” 

Col. P. J. Smith, the district 
police commandant, confirmed 
that orders had gone out for a 
cleanup operation. He said his 
men were breaking up any group 
of Negroes found congregating 
and arresting those believed to 
be agitators. 

White civilians in the Cape- 
town suburbs telephoned local 
newspapers that police were as- 
saulting Negroes in the streets 
and taking them to police sta- 
tions, 

Policemen and steel-helmeted 
troops were stationed at bridges, 
Street and road junctions and 
other ‘key points in Capetown. 

In Johannesburg thousands of 
Negroes strolled through the 
streets last night. For the first 
time in 60 years there was no 
effective curfew imposed upon 
them. 

A Johannesburg police officer 
said: “It’s not that the curfew 
has been abandoned. But because 
we are not asking Africans to 
show passes, it was a weekend 
out for them.” Police announced 
a “temporary suspension” of 
arresting Negroes for not carry- 
ing identity books on March 26. 

Business Loss. 

The African ‘‘stay-at-home” 
campaign has been costly. The 
local chamber of commerce esti- 
mated the business loss in Cape- 
town alone at $2,000,000 ($5,600,- 
000). 

The government has accused 
Negro leaders of resorting to in- 
timidation to keep alive the cam- 
paign of defiance. Whether this 
is true or not, it is apparent that 
the strength and organization of 
such political movements as the 
Pan‘ Africanist Congress and the 
African National Congress are 
much stronger than the whites 
ever believed. 

‘All elements are present for

With a flush of irritation, he 
snapped: “‘Can you imagine any- 
thing more ridiculous than this 
extraordinary charge?

‘Full Accounting’ Later. 

Kennedy told United Press In- 
ternational he figures he and 
Humphrey have spent about the 
same amount thus far, about 
$135,000 to $140,000: Both men 
said they will give a “full ac- 
counting” later this month. 

(Humphrey denied he is a 
“stand-in” for any other candi- 
date on the sidelines, such as 
Adlai Stevenson. ‘I’m a stalking 
horse for no one, a working 
horse for the nation,” he said. 

(Both Humphrey and Kennedy 
emphasized that their showing to- 
morrow will havea great ef- 
fect on their chances for the 
nomination at Los Angeles in 
July.) 

They were on television yester- 
day for a total of two full hours. 
Each appeared on different half- 
hour panel shows. Then each 
came before the same panel, but 
at separate times, for a half 
hour.

$1,400,000, already is established. 
In the current budget $3,000,000 
has been appropriated for de- | 


' velopment of rural villages and 


resettlement in Bantustans. 


—Wisconsin’s Eighth Congres- 
sional district will probably hold 
the answer to the twin questions 
of crossover and Roman Catho- 
lic vote :n the presidential pri- 
mary tomorrow. 

The district, a cluster of nine 
counties on the east central bor- 
der of the state, is the most 
Catholic and one of the most 
Republican areas in the state.

Humphrey, on the face of it, 
would appear to be out in the 
cold. The fight in the Eighth is 
between Kennedy and Nixon. 

The district showed its Repub- 
lican strength in the Democratic 
sweep of 1958 when six of the 
nine counties voted for the losing 
Republican Gov. Vernon Thom- 
son. 

Catholic strength was demon- 
strated most clearly when Demo- 
crat Al Smith carried the district 
by 10,000 votes in his 1928 presi- 


dential bid. It was shown again 


in 1946 when the Catholic school 
referendum was approved in the 
district by a margin of about 
18,000 votes. Both Smith and the 
referendum failed statewide by 
about 100,000 votes. 

The Eighth district. was home 
to the late Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy, which is no solace to 
the strongly liberal Humphrey. 
The district’s farmers, which 
make up 20 per cent of the popu- 
lation, have a strong Republican 
voting tradition.

“We can hardly move forward 
confidently in negotiating new 
arms control agreements with 
the Soviet Union, however, if our 
existing agreements with them 
about Berlin are meanwhile 
being violated or threatened 
with violation.

The article would lead the reader 
to believe that there was virtually 
no hope for the alcoholic, that he 
was cdught in a web so tight that 
extricating himself was almost im- 
possible and that with few excep- 
tions he would continue to drink 
until death or insanity came to re- 
lieve his horrible plight. 


The statement is made that some 
respond to the muted religiosity of 
Alcoholics Anonymous and find at 
least a temporary relief. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. The 
facts are that hundreds of thou- 
sands of American alcoholics are 
today living entirely satisfactory 
and happy lives through their as- 
sociation with Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. There is in no sense an in- 
tense religion in A.A. In fact there 
is no religion at all! There is, how- 
ever, a spiritual sige to the pro- 
man’s religion, 
or lack of it, a p@rsonal matter. 

Check with almost any doctor 
who has had a/Jlot of experience 
with alcoholi and they will tell 
you almost to a man that doctors 
and hospitals and medicines can 
sober up sick alcoholics but the 
only method found to date to keep 
the sick alcoholics well is the group 
therapy of A.A. 


Washington University conducted 
a clinic on this subject a year ago 
at which around 75 members of the 
different disciplines which touch 
this disease were present—eminent 
men all. I think I’m correct in 
stating that the final conclusions 
were that slow progress is being 
made in different approaches to the 
problem but that to date A.A. is 
the best answer to the patient.

If St. Louisans want to be effective in im- 
proving the caliber of their School Board, 
they ought to begin now organizing toward 
that end. No real gains can be achieved with- 


out authority from the Missouri Legislature, © 


so the first phase of the problem is to see 
that the St. Louis delegation to the Assembly 
is friendly and receptive to proposals for 
reform. © aig dn 

April 26 is the final date for filing for party 
nomination to the various Assembly seats 
that will be filled mext November. These in- 
clude all 18 city seats.in the House and four 
of the seven (the odd-numbered ones) in the 
State Senate. A St.Louis delegation substan- 
tially united in behalf of the necessary reform 
legislation would have no difficulty persuad- 
ing the outstaters to go along with it. 


What reform is needed? In our judgment 
the most essential change in the organization 
in public education in St. Louis involves the 
School Board itself. We think jt necessary at 
the very least to create a smaller Board and 
to set up a new method of selecting its mem- 
bers. Top priority should be accorded to a 
change in the method of selection. 

A six-member Board like the one in Kansas 
City and those in St. Louis county would be 
large enough for St. Louis. The city’s present 
12-member Board’ is so large as to be un- 
wieldy. It provides fertile ground for bitter 
factionalism and, most distressingly, it pro- 
vides an enveloping cover for incompetence 
and political opportunism. 


But far more important than size is the 
method of selection. We favor a plan resem- 
bling Missouri’s Nonpartisan Court Plan. 
Board members should be appointed by the 
Mayor from a list of nominees drawn up by 
a competent panel, with the public voting on 
each member after two years of his six-year 
term have expired. 


There are several advantages to this method 
over present practice but clearly the greatest, 
it seems to us, is the likelihood that outstand- 
ing citizens who now refuse to beg ward 
heelers for the indorsements essential to elec- 
tion would accept appointment on the Board. 
A first-rate Board could almost guarantee a 
first-rate school system; certainly it would 
provide genuine assurance that spending 
would be concentrated on the classroom and 
not on patronage. 


If St. Louisans sincerely want this kind of 
reform there is no real reason that they can- 
not get it, provided only that they will roll 
up their sleeves and work for it. The starting 
place is with the city’s legislative delegation. 
If that route proves impassable, there is 
always the initiative machinery. Either way, 
the School Board can be reformed if enough 
people are interested and willing to help. 


The President and Segregation 


Among the most heartening stands taken 
by the White House conference on youth 
problems—in view of its prestige—were its 
support of the demonstrations by Negro stu- 
dents at segregated lunch counters in the 
South, and theerequest for state and federal 
action to re-open schools closed to avoid 
desegregation. , 

One of the conference panels also urged 
President Eisenhower to throw the full weight 
of his office behind racial integration of all 
public schools. A statement that the Presi- 
dent showed lack of executive leadership on 
this*issue was kept out of the official record 
of the conference on the ground that it was 
“editorial.” Be that as it may, the point was 
well made. 3 

Just as. it is the Supreme Court’s duty to in- 
terpret the law, so it is the Executive’s duty 
to enforce it. The President’s prestige could. 
be of the greatest help in overcoming the in- 
equity of race-divided schools. There is still 
time for Mr. Eisenhower to take a really firm 
stand for the morality and the constitutionali- 
ty of desegregation. 


A Lack of Understanding 


Senator Fulbright’s comment on the de- 
cision of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee to postpone action indefinitely on 
repealing the 1946 Connally Amendment 
emphasizes the distance this country has still 
to go in understanding international relations. 

“The whole matter is highly controversial 
and I think the 9-8 committee vote reflects 
the state of the country,” Senator Fulbright 
said. He added that the civil rights struggle 
affected the vote because “people are a little 
reluctant to get into another highly emo- 
tional issue.” 

Under the amendment the United States 
reserved to itself the right to decide whether 
certain international disputes were primarily 
domestic in nature and therefore not subject 
to the jurisdiction of the World Court. The 
amendment has seriously hampered the work 
of the court. The resolution to repeal it was 
sponsored by Senator Humphrey, Democrat, 
of Minnesota and was supported by President 
Eisenhower and Vice President Nixon. 

Why, then, should emotion be involved? 
The organized opposition has come from anti- 
internationalists, chauvinists and patriotic 
societies whose members apparently have the 
mistaken notion that a loss of United States 
sovereignty is involved. These persons are 
demonstrating a peculiar lack of confidence 
in Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Nixon, to say 
the least. ; 

Precipitating a Senate battle over this issue 
could do more harm than good at the present 
time. Proponents of repeal might be better 
advised to undertake an educational campaign 
before trying again, as the objections indicate 
mainly a lack of understanding of what is 
involved. 


Challenge to Austerity 


President Arturo Frondizi of Argentina has 
shown great political courage in refusing to 
alter his austerity program. Whether that is 
political realism is something else again. 

Recent general elections left Frondizi’s 
party a poor third behind the outlawed Peron- 
ists and the People’s Radicals, though Fron- 
dizi’s supporters held onto a slim margin in 
the House of Deputies. The reason for the 
election losses was general dissatisfaction 
with austerity, which has limited both imports 
and wage increases. Argentina has not grown 
accustomed to paying its way in the world 
after the free-spending tactics of Dictator 
Peron. 

Yet President Frondizi has taken his coun- 
try farther from bankruptcy. If luxury im- 
ports are down, gold reserves are up. If 
wages have not kept up with inflation, infla- 
tion itself has been slowed. The peso has 


gained strength and, miracle of miracles, 
Argentina is growing close to self-sufficiency 
in petroleum products. 

No doubt the Frondizi program would re- 
store Argentina to a sound economy, if given 
time. The question posed by the recent elec- 
tion is whether the Argentine people will 
spare that time. 


Issues in the County 

By and large the ‘best-run communities in 
St. Louis county are its six council-manager 
cities. So it is distressing to realize that in 
at least two of them this progressive form of 
local government will be under attack at the 
polls Tuesday. 

In WEBSTER GROVES Mayor Graubner is 
trying to stack the council with a bloc that 
shares his lack of sympathy with the manager 
plan. Citizens can defeat this effort by elect- 
ing the slate indorsed by the pro-charter 
Independent Action group. Its candidates are: 
Harold *M. Hoffmeister, Arthur A. Laux and 
James G. Zack. They are pledged to defend 
both the form and the spirit of Webster’s 
home rule charter. We believé they merit 
the support of everyone interested in con- 
tinued good government in Webster. 

FERGUSON’S manager plan is under attack 
from non-resident business people who want 
that community operated to serve their spe- 
cial interests in relaxed building codes and 
zoning, and in the easing of other aspects of 
local regulation. The pro-charter Ferguson 
Citizens Committee has indorsed a slate 
headed by Chester P. Hoevel for Mayor and 
including Gerald C. Reid, John G. Brawley 
and Robert W. Fallert for the three council 
posts at stake. They deserve the backing of 
Ferguson voters who want their city govern- 
ment to be efficient, economical and impartial. 


In UNIVERSITY CITY, the first home-rule 
community in St. Louis county, a councilman 
supported by the Charter Association is under 
attack for his sponsorship of a public accom- 
modations bill. He is Irl B. Baris, a young 
lawyer with courage. While no charter issue 
is directly involved in his race for councilman, 
no government is better than those who make 


its policy. Mr. Baris’s election accordingly is 


in the best interest of continued good govern- 
ment in University City. 

KIRKWOOD is an almost-manager commu- 
nity, a home rule charter having been nar- 
rowly defeated there last fall after a bitter 
campaign of misrepresentation directed from 
City Hall. A slate of young men who wrote 
or supported that charter is challenging the 
stand-patters backed by the city administra- 
tion. The young men make up the so-called 
P-R-E-S slate of William H. Pfitzinger for 
mayor and Robert G. Reim, Ninian M. Ed- 
wards and Robert E. Staed for the council. 
In our opinion they merit the support of Kirk- 
wood voters who want a change in the atti- 
tude of City Hall from one of apathy to one 
that actively seeks to meet the community’s 
needs. 


Those Cranberry Dollars 

The payment of $10,000,000 to cranberry 
growers who were unable to sell berries after 
last fall’s cancer scare raises many questions. 
The Department of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare showed decisiveness, courage and com- 
mon sense when it issued its warning and 
also informed consumers that good berries 
would béar certificates of safety. Why should 
the government’s fulfillment of a public health 
obligation result in any legitimate claim 
against the government? Since the distinc- 
tion between good and tainted berries was 
quite clear, whose fault was it that some good 
berries did not sell? Have there not been 
superfluous cranberries in other years? If 
there should be a similar case involving some 
other crop, is the cranberry case to stand as a 
precedent for similar payments? But there 
can be no doubt that some cranberry growers 
will be happy—particularly if they get those 
government checks before November rolls 
around, and we'll bet they will. 


Enough for De Gaulle? 


France has set off another A-bomb at Reg- 
gane in the Sahara. This plutonium device 
was smaller than the one exploded on Feb. 13, 
but apparently more nearly of a size suitable 
for military use. And it was detonated while 
Russian Premier Khrushchev was in confer- 
ence with Gen. De Gaulle at Rambouillet. This 
emphasis may have been unintended, a coinci- 
dence due to the delay is Mr. K’s visit. But, 
all in all, the blast should appease De Gaulle’s 
ardent ambition to show that France has the 
prime qualification of a contemporary world 
power. 

The blast certainly has not done anybody 


else any good. The non-nuclear nations can 


only be the more disturbed at the prospect 
of contamination by atomic testing, not to 
mention destruction by atomic warfare. The 
new states of Africa, already angered by the 
French attitude in Algeria, are the more in- 
censed by what they deem to be disregard 
for their health and safety. And the major 
powers can only be displeased by the lack of 
French co-operation in advance of the sum- 
mit meeting at which they hope to extend 
the present nuclear truce by a more formal 
ban against such tests. If France persists in 
further developing its nuclear potential, it 
certainly will diminish the hope of keeping 
China, Germany and other nations out of the 
so-called nuclear club. 

Gen. De Gaulle asserts his loyalty to the 
grand alliance of the West. Yet the Sahara 
tests hardly represent real co-operation. So 
it must be hoped that he deems the two ex- 
plosions sufficient for his purpose, and that 
he will now join in the all-important work of 
dispelling the nuclear threat, instead of in- 


tensifving this shadow across the future of 
mankind, 


Fee System Evils in the West 

Missouri and Illinois, having ended the 
justice of the peace fee system with all 
its evils, can look now with understanding 
on the trouble the system has been caus- 
ing in New Mexico. Testimony before a 
legislative committee reveals ‘that some 
justices gave cash gifts to policemen who spe- 
cially favored them with defendants, the rea- 
son being that for each guilty defendant the 
justice receives a $5 fee from the state. With 
the state offering the court what amounts to 
an inducement to find the defendant guilty, 
it is not surprising that some justices should 
decide to offer policemen an inducement to 
bring in the remunerative defendants. Per- 
haps New Mexico has now heard enough to 
bring about an end to the fee system.

It Was Bound to Burst, Visitor Found Before Recent Racial Violence Began 


From a Letter to 
The Christian Science Monitor 


I am engaged in a 20,000-mile cruise 
circumnavigating Africa aboard the 92- 
foot brigantine Albatross. I am sure 
you are aware of the many problems 
atid prejudices, political, racial, and 
religious, facing the continent today; 
but I am not so sure that the average 
American is aware of the soaring im- 
portance and advance of Africa’s diffi- 
culties. 


All its nations are on the move, 
some quickly, some not; and all but 
-the Union of South 
Africa seem to be 
The Mirror moving in the right 
direction. Granted 
of its population ra- 
tios are different, 
but after visiting 
Morocco, Egypt, 
Kenya, Tanganyi- 
ka, Zanzibar, The Comores, South Afri- 
ca, Angola, Nigeria, Ghana, and Li- 
beria, I am convinced there is some- 
thing amiss in the southernmost lati- 
tudes. 


Unlike Kenya, with its overwhelming 
native population and approaching in- 
dependence, the Union of South Africa 
maintains, for all intents and purposes, 
an independent state, a comparatively 
large white population (3,000,000), and 
a constantly bickering political life all 
within the confines of probably the

‘ most advanced nation in Africa (Egypt 


no exception). 


The native of South Africa is held 
in forced suppression, complete segre- 
gation, and menial labor with no pos- 
sibility of advance. However, South 
Africa is the first country we visited 
since leaving the States in June of last 
year with a network of superhighways, 
a booming, growing industrial society, 
= a completely Americanized resort 
ife. 

The people are fantastically hos- 
pitable. I was eptertained at every 
turn during mf Scay. But they, in turn, 
are also starkly egotistical. As you

move in South Africa, you are con- 
stantly aware that you are a ‘“‘Euro- 
pean.” You are reminded in capital 
letters on every bench, ticket window, 
stairway, and toilet facility. There, 
it is a sin to forget the reality of gov- 
ernment-given white supremacy wher- 
ever and whenever you move. If you 
entertain or accept entertainment from 
an Indian or native, you are auto- 
matically subject to the Arrest. 

The “‘Kaffir’ comes to work in the 
big’ city in the morning and leaves for 
his native compound in the evening. 
His labor force (10,000,000 strong) is in- 
dispensable to the growth or even sta- 
tus quo of the nation’s economy, but 
he is constantly ground into the very 
earth he is forbidden to own. Most 
“Europeans” have an attachment for 
their servants. All have servants. At 
10 shillings a month plus food he is 
tolerated and treated as a rather large 
canine. “But you can’t trust a Kaffir. 
They’re all savages,” is the constant 
chip-on-the-shoulder reply to a query. 
So off he goes to the unhealthy squalor 
of the native compound each evening. 


“Watch South Africa bubble and ex- 
plode” is quickly becoming the watch- 
word of journalists and diplomats of 
Africa. Independence in West Africa 
is being achieved with a sane steadi- 
ness. Independence in East Africa is 
coming harder but on its way, But 
South Afriea, long a sovereign country, 
will soon have the biggest fight of any 
African nation, an internal fight for 
personal freedom. 

The South African Government offi- 
cial’s post is a lonely one. Look at 
the facts surrounding Prime Minister 
Macmillan’s recent visit—officially a 
surly, rude reception. ‘‘You don’t un- 
derstand our problems” is the cry, and 
they made no bones about telling Mac- 
millan just that. Could an Indian dele- 
gation negotiate with the Government 
of South Africa for the betterment of 
its people? Could an American Negro 
entertainer receive a visa? Could the 
Olympics be scheduled to take place in 
Durban’s ideal setting? No. 


Yet Nat King Cole is one of the most 
popular recording stars in South Afri- 
ca. American Dixieland jazz is the 
hue and cry in the best night clubs. A 
Japanese would be treated as a ‘‘Euro- 
pean’”’ in society while the Indian is 
an outcast and ‘‘renegade.”” How il- 
logical can you get! 

Starting last month, Capetown’s 
taxis are segregated as to driver and 
passenger, thereby causing all Negro 
cab drivers to be fired for there are 
practically no ‘Negroes who have 
money to ride taxis. We left Durban 
on the day of another Cato Manor riot, 
a protest against unequal laws in 
which nine people were killed. (Cato 
Manor is the native section of slums 
set aside in Durban’s segregated zon- 
ing policy for the residence of Ne 
groes. It is not within the city limits.) 
Will these matches flare someday soon 
into a great veld fire that will sweep 
through a Union of suppression? With- 
out a change of policy, I think so, and 
we in the United States can influence 
for or against civil war.

Between Book Ends 


RACE FOR THE POLE, by John Ed- 
ward Weems (Holt, 240 pgs., $4.50.) 


Back in the early years of this cen- 
tury, when hardly any clouds were 
darkening the political horizon, the 
discovery of the North Pole had be- 
come a matter. of national pride. Two 
men had set out to accomplish this 
feat: Commander Robert E. Peary 
and Dr. Frederick Albert Cook. Peary 
had already made several expeditions 
to the Arctic but never had achieved 
his goal. When he again set out in 
1908, he was determined to reach the 
Pole, come what may. He was not 
concerned about Cook who had left 
for the Pole long ago and had sent no 


sign of life, so that Peary assumed 


Cook had perished in the Arctic 
wastes. 


On April 6, 1909, Peary determined 
by instruments that he had arrived at 
the North Pole, and planted the Amer- 
ican flag. But on Sept. 1 of that same 
year, when Peary was still on his way 
back to his ship, a telegram from 
Cook informed the world that he had 
reached the Pole on April 21, 1908.

WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP)— 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, re- 
tired, who headed the Govern- 
ment’s veterans affairs activities 
almost 2214 years, died yester- 
day. He would have been 81 
years old next Monday. 

Gen. Hines suffered a stroke 
nearly 10 years ago but continued 
some business activity until re- 
cently. 

Gen. Hines is regarded as hav- 
ing been the first director of the 
Veterans Bureau. Its activities 
prior to his appointment in 1923 
had been directed by as many as 
three men as it evolved from the 
World War I Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance into the Veterans Bu- 
reau.

WARREN NAMES 
GROUPS TOSTUDY 
COURTS’ RULES 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP)— 
Chief Justice Earl Warren yes- 
terday announced appointment 
of six committees of judges, law- 
yers and legal scholars to rec- 
ommend improvements in rules 
of practice for federal courts. 

“Experience has shown that to 
promote simplicity in procedure, 
just determination of litigation 
and the elimination of unjustifi- 
able expense and delay it is 
essential that the operation and 
effect of the federal rules of 
practice and procedure should 
be the subject of continuous 
study,”’ Warren said. 

“Such study is the objective 
of the committees being an- | 
nounced today, and every judge, | 
practicing lawyer, and legal | 
scholar will be afforded the op- | 
portunity to participate—to state | 
hs views—with assurances those | 
views will be given considera- | 
tion.” | 

Reason for Changes. | 

Inevitable changes in social, | 
economic and political affairs | 
make inevitable a demand for | 
changes in court rules, the Chief | 
Justice commented. 

Committee reports and recom- | 
mendations will go to the Judi- | 
cial Conference of the United | 
States, of which Warren is chair- 
man. Changes approved by the 
conference will be submitted to 
the Supreme Court. Those ap- 
proved by the high court will be 
submitted to Congress. Unless 
Congress disapproves, the new 
rules become law in 90 days. | 

Committee memberships are 
for two-and four-year terms, | 
with each member entitled to 
one additional term. The com- | 
mittees were appointed under an | 
act passed by Congress last July | 
11, authorizing the judicial con- | 
ference to make a continuous 
study of court rules. |

Breads Are 


Easter Treat 


Bread is basic, the one food 
your family is most likely to eat 
with every meal (dieters except- 
ed) ... and usually it is an en- 
tirely prosaic item. But there 
are times when bread can be 
exciting to the appetite; particu- 
larly when the aroma of fresh | 
baking permeates the kitchen. | 
On Easter Sunday morning, 
after religious service in the park 
or at one’s own church, a 
brunch of aromatic and taste- 
bud tingling hot rolls, coffeecake 
or cinnamon loaf most certainly 
would be in order .. . together 
with a steaming hot-cup of cof- 
fee, tea or chocolate. 

If you’ve not had it in awhile, 
a cinnamon loaf with a spicy 
spiral of cinnamon in each slice 
may be just the thing to chase 
the chill after sunrise services. 
Try: 


CINNAMON 

One cup milk. 

One-fourth cup margarine or 
butter. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One package or cake yeast, 
active dry or compressed. 

One-fourth cup warm, not hot, 
water (lukewarm for compressed 
yeast). 

One egg, beaten. 


LOAF 


Four and one-half cups sifted 


enriched flour. 

Melted margarine or butter. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One tablespoon cinnamon. 

Scald milk. Add margarine or 
butter, one-fourth cup sugar and 
salt and stir to blend. Cool to 
lukewarm. Measure water into 
a mixing bowl (warm, not hot, 
water for active dry yeast; luke- 
warm for compressed yeast). 
Sprinkle or crumble in yeast. 
Stir until dissolved. Add luke- 
warm milk mixture. Add and 
stir- in egg, then flour. Turn 
dough onto a lightly floured sur- 
face. Knead until smooth and 
elastic. Place dough in greased 
bowl. Brush top lightly with 
melted shortening. Cover with 
cloth. Let rise in warm place, 
free from draft, until doubled in | 
bulk, about 45 minutes. 

Roll each half into an oblong 
8x10 inches. Brush lightly with 
melted margarine or butter. Mix 
together one-half cup sugar and 
cinnamon. Sprinkle half of mix- 
ture on each oblong of dough. 
Roll up each piece tightly cross- 
wise as for jelly roll. Place in 
greased bread pans 9x5x3 inches. 
Let rise in warm place (85 
degree), free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. 
Bake at 350 degrees F. about 
40 minutes. Ice top while hot 
with Plain Icing, if desired. 
Makes two loaves. 

Plain Icing. :

NEW YORK, April 4 (UPT). 

A MOTOR SCOOTER TRIP 
through the Alps. . . . Beer in 
a Munich rathskeller. . . . The 
sights and smells of Morocco. 
. » - Romance with a dashing 
English yachtsman. . An 
island - hopping sailboat trip to 
the West Indies. . 

To an unsophisticated girl of 
22 from sleepy little Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y., it must have been 
intoxicating. 

Ydu can see American girls 
like Harriet Benton all across 
Europe, particularly when the 
days turn warm and sunny. They 
are on their own, but they hang 
around American Express of- 
fices waiting for mail. They usu- 
ally are low on money. Fre- 
quently one suitcase holds all 
their belongings. 

They seem to think no harm 
can come to them —that youth 
itself will protect them, no mat- 
ter what risks they take, what 
life they lead, what dangerous 
places they frequent. 


This is the story of one of 
them, Harriet Benton. She dis- 
appeared last October after writ- 
ing to a Syracuse University 
classmate this postcard: 

“It’s foolish of me to want to 
go halfway around the world 
with a man I met yesterday, but 
we’re sailing tomorrow. I’ve had 
a taste of Morocco. It was thrill- 
ing. I’m going back, then on to 
the West Indies. (Signed) Hat.” 


Then, a few days later, a 
last postcard to a boy friend 
back home in a desperate tone 
and with the word “Help” 
scrawled in a corner. 


Her parents, Edward Benton, 
a Public Works Department en- 
gineer in Ogdensburg, and his 
wife, cling to the hope she is 
alive. Benton still can’t believe 
his daughter would be so ad- 
venturous. 

Harriet, a tall girl (five feet, 
eight), attractive, with blue eyes 
and long, auburn hair, received 
her bachelor of arts degree from 
Syracuse in 1958. She worked a 
year in a Boston advertising 
agency and saved $1000. 

On July 19, 1959, she. sailed 


on the Queen Elizabeth for a 


summer alone in Europe, her 
first time abroad. Harriet spent 
five days with an uncle and aunt 
in London, then crossed the chan- 
nel to France and went to Mu- 
nich to visit a German girl she 
had met at the advertising 
agency. 

She stayed in Munich a month. 
The one suitcase she had was 
too cumbersome for the motor 
scooter she had bought. She 
left it with en American Express 
clerk and headed across the 
Alps, through Southern France, 
down the Spanish coast to Bar- 
celona cand on to the port of 
Gibraltar, one of the most noto- 
rious in Europe. 

There her path crossed with 
that of Colin Gallon, 31 years 
old, a bearded and crew-cut ad- 
vefiturer from England, who 
owned the 35-foof yacht Raider. 


HARRIET 


It was a white ketch with tan 
sails that Gallon had bought 
with money earned by working 
in Peruvian copper mines. 

Harriet put up in a cheap 
youth hostel in Gibraltar on 
Sept. 27. In the next 10 days 
she was seen in the company 
of other young English and 
American youths, among the lat- 
ter a girl named Barbara Helen 
Mueller, 

At the “Rock,” she met the 
dashing Gallon who was accom- 
panied by his girl friend, Sylvia 
Jones, who is English. Miss 
Benton apparently made a trip 
with Gallon and others across 
the strait to Tangier, the wide- 
open Moroccan city, and he told 
of his plans to sail the Raider 
across the South Atlantic to Bar- 
bados and the British West In- 
dies. 

Harriet must have pleaded to 
go along—and she must have 
supplanted Sylvia Jones, for that 
girl was not heard of again. In 
a postcard dated Oct. 6, with a 
picture of the famous Gibraltar 
rock apes, she wrote to James 
Davis, of Syracuse: 


“Will give you new address as 
soon as I know of a port far 
enough ahead. Have left my 
scooter to the apes and am off 
on a yacht tomorrow to Casa- 
blanca. If my sea legs hold up 
the captain may keep me on to 
the West Indies. Then Tahiti 
and at last the Orient. Looks as 
if I got my wish. Always, Hat.’’ 

The Raider sailed from Gibral- 
tar Oct. 8 and made the 200-mile 
trip to Casablanca on the North

- found in a sack in Tangier. It 


turned out, however, to be the 
Barbara Mueller whom Harriet 
had met at the hostel in Gi- 
braltar. 


Since then, Harriet has been 
vaguely reported as sighted back 
in Gibraltar and in Madrid. The 
Raider has been “located” in 
Antigua in the West Indies, but 
the United States Navy says the 
yacht never arrived there. 

The French navy searched the 
West African coast, and the 
Portuguese made inquiries at 
their Cape Verde Islands far to 
the south and west, but in vain. 

Benton still believes his daugh- 
ter is alive and tries to follow 
every lead. He turned over to 
the State Department Harriet’s 
postcards, including the one 
which said: 

“Looks as if I got my wish.”

WE RATHER LIKE this hand, 
even though it has its flaws. It

The bidding was terrible! 
South should have responded to 
the double with two clubs. The 
notrump response showed not 
only a spade stopper but also a 
better hand. North’s jump to 
three notrump was Very sport- 
ing, but that’s about all that 
can be said in its favor. Two 
diamonds would have been more 
in order. 


West led a spade and shifted 
to the two of clubs. East played 
the ten and declarer (Jais) won 
with the ace! 

Jais was out to steal the hand 
and wanted to persuade West 
that East held the Q-J-10. He 
thought it might be hard for 
West to imagine that declarer 
would win the club with the ace 
when he could win it with the 
queen. 


Jais returned a spade and 
West grabbed the ace to lead 
another low club to his part- 
ner’s presumed Q-J. East pro- 
duced the jack all right, but 
South produced the queen and 
ran with nine tricks. So Jais 
made three notrump doubled to 
score 550 points. 

Of course, declarer’s fancy 


club play was made to stave off 
a switch to hearts which would 
have brought down the house. 
Jais went all out to make the 
hand. 


If West had shifted to a heart 
at trick four, declarer would 
have gone down six — 1100 
points. The club continuation 
cost West 1650 points! | 


It is easy enough to prove, in 
retrospect, that West should 
have led a heart, at trick two, 
insteal of a ciub, and, «ven 
after South showed up with the 
ace of clubs, that West shculd 
then have led a heart, despite 
South’s shenanigans, since East 
was bound to have the ace of 
hearts to justify the double of 
three notrump. 


But that’s not what they pay 
off on, Jais attempted the bril- 
liant coup — it worked — and 
that’s what counts.

New, Substitute Hearts 


I’M NOT MUCH OF A MAN for making extravagant or 
visionary predictions about what someday may be possible. 
We are naturally interested in what may ‘be possible 
later, but when it comes to our real problems, we want to 


know what is possible now. So that is what we almost 
always discuss in this column. 


However, I can’t help commenting on two of 
the extraordinary directions in which research is 
moving. One is the experimentation with substitute 
hearts. The other is the transplantation of organs 


(including hearts). Which is the more breathtaking, 
I hardly dare guess. 


From California we have reports of a dog being kept 
alive for more than a week with a heart transplanted from 
another dog. And the research people claim it could have 
been for an ever longer period. In the past, such trans- 
planting has succeeded for only a matter of a few hours. 
So this is real progress. 

Elsewhere (mainly in postenaresented success has been 
achieved in transplanting a kidney from one twin to another 
when this was necessary to save the life of a patient who 
chanced to have a twin. In other parts of the world, Russia 
included, we hear of transplanting or replacing living parts. 

From Illinois we learn about a mechanical and artificial 
heart which, for a short time—about half an hour—served 
to keep a dog active while exercising. This is a far cry 
from using such a mechanical heart while the patient 
(whether a dog or human being) is at rest, under anesthesia, 
having an operation. Use of a mechanical heart for patients 
having heart surgery has become an everyday occurrence. 


As a practical matter, we cannot yet install 
either a substitute or an artificial heart in a patient 
permanently. But in view of these new research ef- 


forts, we must begin to reflect on what the future 
may hold. 


We may, for all I know, never be able to give people 
new hearts. And yet, who knows what new wonders we 
may now be working toward?

I AM NEARLY 8&4 years old, have 20-20 vision, blood 
pressure 140 over 80, am 5 feet 8 and weigh 160. 

Istarted to smoke at 15. Nearly three years ago I 
bought some tablets.

I tried another and 
it was worse. So I told myself, “This is it. I don’t smoke 
any more.” And I haven’t smoked since. I tried to cut down 
four years ago, but it didn’t work. It a man of 80 can quit 
smoking after 65 years, so can anyone who wants to.

S. F. W.: I see your point, but you are worrying without 
cause. Elastic hosiery does not “‘cut off” circulation, because 
it does not exert pressure at a'single point. The pressure 
is spread evenly over the whole surface of the leg. It 
prevents excessive expansion of a vein (or veins) that may 
be weak. It does not create a point at which the vein is 
unduly narrowed.

THE FIRST DAY the big yel- 
low school busses arrived at 
Miriam School last fall, some of 
the drivers were visibly shaken 
—‘‘all shook up,”’ as one of them 
put it. All along their route they 
had left mothers with tears in 
their eyes. Not tears of sadness 
but tears of joy because their 
children, many half grown, some 
even of high school age, were 
starting school for the first time. 

Regular schools for handi- 
capped children in the county 
area have been available only 
since the creation of the Special 
District for the Education and 
Training of Handicapped Chil- 
dren of St. Louis County. Despite 
its newness, education for the 
handicapped now touches 7500 
school children, some _ only 
through fringe areas of special 
speech or hearing assistance, 
many others through full-time 
schools. 

Facilities are still only partly 
adequate. Miriam School, at 524 
Bismark avenue in Webster 
Groves, is a converted rehabili- 
tation center, founded by and 
still operated with the help of 
the private Miriam Foundation. 
Gay school is a Clayton public 
school adapted to the special 
purpose. Some students go to 
Egen-Tudor school in Shrews- 
bury, formerly a private school 
for mentally retarded. There 
are classes at Bellevue school 
in Clayton, DuBois in Wellston, 
and in Pattonville. 

Tomorrow, county voters 
will decide whether to increase 
the tax for a three-year peri- 
od to provide buildings for 
these classes. Present tax for 
the handicapped school district 
is 10 cents; the proposed in- 
crease is 5 cents. 

Even with insufficient build- 
ings, the Special District has 
made long strides toward pro- 
viding education for children 
who were once the forgotten 
ones. 

“We have the potentiality for 
developing the best program for 
special education in the coun- 
try,” says Morvin A. Wirtz, su- 
perintendent. ‘‘The professional 
eyes of all special education are 
on this district. A group of men 
from New Jersey’s education de- 
partment are coming to study it 
this week. At the recent Coun- 
cil of Exceptional Children meet- 
ing in Los Angeles, I had five 
requests to describe the work 
we’re doing.” 

To the average person, educa- 
tion for the handicapped is a 
remote and nebulous thing, but 
to the families of the children in- 
volved, it is a dream come true. 

There is Richard, a_ bright 
ninth grader, who lives in a 
wheelchair. He has osteogenesis 
imperfecta, to the layman, 
“brittle bones,’’ which break 
every four to six weeks. Recent- 
ly a bone snapped when he 
leaned over to pet his dog. Rich- 
ard had been on home teaching 
but as Wirtz points out, ‘‘An 
hour or two a day is no substi- 
tute for a full-time school pro- 
gram.”

Susan, with a less severe crip- 
pling condition, was able to go 
to school for first and second 
grades. But when she started 
third grade last fall she couldn’t 
keep up in the classroom or on 
the playground, and the strain 
began to show on her. After a 
few months at Miriam she has 
blossomed out. 

There is Carolyn, an elfin- 
faced child who is so tiny that 
she seems precocious when she 
says, “‘I go to the physical thera- 
pist at the handicapped school.” 
Actually Carolyn is 9, victim of 
another form of bone disease. 

There is Pat, a high school 
boy, paralyzed from the waist 
down since an automobile acci- 
dent, but mentally of high cali- 
ber. He will go to the University 
of Illinois, where special educa- 
tion also is available. There are 
many others, the cerebral pal- 
sied, children with muscular dys- 
trophy, and the many with men- 
tal retardation of varying 
degrees. 

Before the creation of the dis- 
trict, education for all these was 
on a catch-as-catch-can basis. 
Some schools provided special 
classes, some home teachers, 
some paid tuition to private 
schools like Michael and Egen- 
Tudor. 

Many interested persons tried 
to improve the situation and fi- 
nally through the long-term ef- 
forts of Milton W. Bierbaum, 
Walnut Park school superintend- 
ent, a bill introduced by St. 
Louis county Senators Hartwell 
Crain, E. Gary Davidson and 
Charles Witte passed the spring 
1957 legislature and provided 
enabling legislation. That Decem- 
ber, county residents voted the 
district into being, although 
classes did not get under way to 
any extent until early 1959 when 
tax monies became available. 

Because of the challenge of the 
new district, Wirtz was persuad- 
ed to leave a full professorship 
and permanent tenure at East 
Michigan University’s Horace 
Rackham school to come here 
under a three-year contract. 

Laughingly terming himself a 
“retread,’’ Wirtz took his early 
training in regular elementary 


education. When he came out of. 


service in 1946 his wife was 
teaching in Manitowoc, Wis., and 
because they like the town, he 
applied for a job there. The spe- 
cial education teacher had just 
quit and he was asked to take 
on the job. His first reaction was 
to back away but, assured that 
he had the right temperament 
for such work, he tried it on a 
one-year basis. He became so 
much interested that he took spe- 
cial work, an M.A. degree, then 
his doctorate at the University 
of Illinois under Dr. Samuel 
Kirk, national authority on spe- 
cial education. 


Space for the new classes 
was the first problem confront- 
ing Wirtz when he came here, 
and he was delighted to learn 
of the Miriam School with its 
two buildings and six beauti- 
fully-wooded acres. The Miriam 
Foundation, which celebrates 
its fiftieth anniversary this 
year, has long supported com-

It’s made to order for the gal 
with a streak of gypsy in her 
soul, reports the Fashion Co- 
ordination Institute. 

The new hoops — fluttering, 
jangling—are a far cry from the 
traditional simple earring. The 
contemporary version is marked 
by the glitter of ornamentation 
that hangs either inside the hoop 
or dangles from the bottom of 
the circle. 


STYLES RANGE all the way 
from precious gold and jewels, 
through classic gold-filled hoops, 
to glorious, gold costume crea- 
tions ajingle with fake coins. 


‘Some of the hoops are strung 


with crystals, beads or set with 
sparkling facsimile cut stones. 

The Fashion Co-ordination In- 
stitute cites three reasons for 
the trend. The first=:is the in- 
fluence of the Paris couturier 
house of Nina Ricci in finding 


a place for the gypsy hoops in 
the over-all fashion picture. 

The second reason has to do 
with the present fluid line of 
clothes—of bias-cut bodices and 
fuller skirts, giving a real look 
and feel of movement to togs. 

“The movement of the gypsy 
earring fits into this format, 
both in appearance and in feel- 
ing. New hairstyles, covering the 
ear, also call for an earring with 
a high degree of visibility—which 
the gypsy hoop provides,’”’ the 
institute reported. 


THE THIRD REASON stems 
from the conservatism of the 
general fashion picture. Simple, 
understated, wearable clothes, in 
soft neutral colors, flatter a 
woman this season. But the lack 
of fashion extremes in suits and 
dresses leaves the feminine ap- 
petite for drama relatively un- 
sated.

Through a one-way 
vision window you can’ watch 
teacher Mary Kristeff working 
with two children in what ap- 
pears to be an almost bare room. 


much distraction. Hyper-active, 
they have difficulty focusing at- 
tention, hence the sparse furnish- 
ing of the room, 


In two other rooms are the 
transition groups, youngsters 
who are adjusting to school sur- 
roundings and acquiring good 
classroom behavior. One looks 
up from the giant paper doll he 
is cutting out and smiles. In 
still another room are the more 
advanced students. They average 
12 years of age and are doing ac- 
ceptable third-grade work, read- 
ing, writing, numbers. 

“We have a variety of objec- 
tives,” says. Wirtz. ‘“We say that 
the objective of any educational 
program is the good life, which 
includes personal satisfaction, 
economic usefulness, civic re- 
sponsibility. But these goals are 
different for different people. For 
some of these children the good 
life may consist of simply get- 
ting along with his family, learn- 
ing to occupy his leisure time 
instead of sitting and vegetating. 
The good life today also fn- 
volves status and school attend- 
ance helps this.
